ATHLETIC GAMES OP GREECE 


AND ROME. 


Of all the Grecian feslivuls, the Olympian 
mes weto the most prominent; with ILo 


Romans Iho anno crcdil is given Hit, L'irct-u- 
linn games, r-ilablislitd by Komulus, ct tho 
rape of the Habiuos. Tho iir.il were origin- 
ally observed 0. 0. 1133, but were soon af- 
ter neglaeled, and were not renewed until in 
the year 1!. 0. .^|. 
Thid revival forms a 


celebrated opoeh in Grecian history, and is 
the beginning of tho Olympiads. Thus the 
Olympian gauitd uen'cd the Greeks just F.S 
tho i'ythiau games served as an t-pocb lo 
the peoplo of Delphi, Iho Nem:i-an games to 
the Argives and Arernlians, and tlio Isth- 
mian gnuic-3 to the Corinthian'! and to the 
inhabitants of Ibe I'elopouueslun isthmus. 
The two last were, however, but offshools, 
so to speak, of the parent ntem. 
For ;",!> 


Olympiads only one person Eiiperiulculeil 
tho gamo^; after lhat, two wero appoiut- 
ed. 
In Iho 
Itr.fd Olympiad the number 


was increased lo 12, but was (,ubsei|iiinl- 
ly reduced to HI. 
Those superintendents 


wtro obliged solemnly to swear thai they 
would act impartially, and not lakoany 
hiibes from llio athleles. In Iho game's 
were exhibited wrestling, boiing, running, 
leaping, and the throwing of Iho quoit. 
Besides thcsi', there were horsfc ami chariot 
raue.--, and also contests in poo!ry,eloquencc, 
piiuling, and sculpture. 1'orji long lim^ 
women were not permitted to appear nt tho 
games, but in later years Hits law WAS re- 
pealed, and Ihe crown of victory was often 
awarded by ono of iho gentler sc-s. 
Tho 


preparations for the athletic exercises were 
grea't. 
No person was .pormilUd lo enter 


the list if hp bad not regularly exorcised 
himself 
10 mouths before in Iho public 


gymnasium. 
No unfair dealings wero nl- 


owed, and in wre&lling, whoever attempted 
to bribe his adversary in order to gain a 
fall was subject lo a severe iiuo. The only 
reward which 
Iho victor obtained was a 


crown of olive or of pine. This small find 
trilling reward stimulated courage, endur- 
ance; dignity and virtue, cud was more 
highly pri7(d than would have been great 
treasures. The contestants in wrestling and 
iu hosing worfl entirely nude, until a woman 
disguised in male apparel, was discovered to 
he present. 
This was Callipatirn, wife of 


Calliuas, ,1 preal athlete, who in disguise ac- 
companied lit-r sou Pisidorus to the Olympic 
gamas. When 1'isidonis was declared victor 
she discovered her JM through her 
c-ioos.s 


of joy, and was arrested. The penalty wi.1 
death, but Ihe victory of her son obtained 
her release, and a law was pusscd compelling 
wrestlers and boxers lo dress themselves 
from Iho waist down. These games, which 
wero observed every fifth year, were intro- 
duced into Italy in Ibo year II. C. 22S, by 
Iho first Roman ambassadors sent lo Athi-us 
nml Corinlh. 
Tlio fylhian giuncs ware 


originally celehrflled onco in overy nine 
years, hul afterward on the second year of 
every Olympiad, 
ft is said that tlio ' gods 


themselves wero among Ihe first combalanls; 
but according lo most writers tho first prizes 
offered wero won by Telamon, arm-hearer 
to Hercules, in wrestling; PolhiT, in boiing; 
Castor, his twin brother, in horse-racing. 
»nd Calais, another ono of the Argonauts, iu 
running. 
In the Nema'nn games tho con 


tests, bolh athletic- and equestrian, wero of 
a similar kind. They wero celebrnlcd in 
tho first and third year of every- Olympiad, 
and servfti as an era to tho Argivos ar.d 
tho inhabitants of the surrounding country- 
It is noteworthy tliat is was near whero 
thc™ gomes were celebrated lhat Hercules' 
killed the Nem.Tan Hon. The Campus Mar- 
tins—so called because dedicated to Mars- 
was Iho placo where Iho Romans enjoyed 
themselves in athletic 'sports. 
This was a 


largo plain nt Home, without tho walls of 
tho city, whero tho young men performed 
their exercises, nnd learned to wrcstje, lo 
box, lo throw tho cestus, hurl Iho javelin, 
rido n horsp, drive a chariot, 
etc. 
It was 


ado'.ncd with statues, columns, arches, and 
porticoos, >nd on account of ils pleasant 
situation was frequented by largo numbers 
of Iho citizens. 
Tnc games in the circus 


wero equally celebrated for leaping wrest- 
ling, throw ing tho quoit nml javelin, races 
on foot as well as in chariot?, nnd boxing. 
This latter celebration continued rive dnys, 
beginning on tho 1.1th of Heplember.

over ha under the control of any religious 
sect, nor. shall any money so raised, nor 
lands so devoted, bo divided between relig- 
ious seels or denominations; nor shall any
